The bronze one two and the nickle 


three-cent coins can now be had at the 
Mint, without delay, or limitation as to 
amount, in exchange for the gold or silver 
coins of the United States.

CES OP NBGRO LABOR FIXBD.—A meeting 
of farmers representing Goochland, Louisa, 
Albemarl, Caroline, Orange, Hanover and 
Fluvanna counties, was held at Louisa 
Courthouse, on Thursday last, for the 
purpose of considering the question of the 
remuneration to be made for negro labor 
hereafter. 
After deliberating, it was de- 


termined to fix the hire of field hands at 
five dollars per month—the negro to fur- 
nish his clothing and pay his doctor's bills. 
The sum of one dollar per day for hands 
during harvest was fixed .upon. This is 
an_ important movement, being the first 
fixing the pay for negroes in Virginia. 
These prices will rule through the State, 
and very likely throughout the South. 
These prices far exceed those for agricul- 
tural labor in Europe, and should be sat- 
isfactory to nil parties. We hope now that 
the scale of prices has been determined 
on, the negroes will go promptly to work

State News. 


Agreeably to previous notice the first 


annual meeting ftf the Wool Growers' As 
somtion of Wisconsin was held at Metro- 
politan Hall, Whitewater, on the 9th of 
June. The Hcgisicr says : "The Wiscon- 
sin Wool-Growers' Association is now fair. 
ly organized. Wo do. not duulit that it 
will prove of very great benefit to the sheep 
interest of the State. This vicinity has 
the reputation of turning out the finest 
sheep in Wisconsin, whence it was entire- 
ly proper that the first meeting of the As- 
sociation should convene here. The peo- 
ple of Whitewater will extend a cordial 
welcome to the members, should they see 
fit to hold future meetings at this place." 
- The Central Wisconsin, published at 
Wausan, says : "We had quite a refresh- 
ing rain on Tuesday which will benefit the 
growing crops materially. The river is 
getting down almost to low water mark. 
Most of the mills have partially suspended 
business for the present on account of the 
downward tendency of the lumber mar- 
ket on the Mississippi, and also the high 
wages they had to pay their 'men." - 
The Fond du Lac Press says, " some of 
our mill owners have done a large busi- 
ness in the way of cutting logs in the pin- 
ery during the past winter, and a number 
of rafts have already been brought down 
the river. The sawmills of Pond du Lac 
are capable of cutting a vast quantity of 
lumber, and it is believed that they will 
all be crowded with work throughout the 
season." The same paper mentions the 
fact of the capture of a couple of large grey 
wolves in the town of Auburn in that 
couuty, that had committed serious depre- 
dations upon sheep in that vicinity. - 
The dwelling house of Mr.

Bartram, situated 
about three miles 


from the village of Two Rivers, with 
all its contents, was destroyed by fire on 
Saturday morning last. Mr. B. and family 
were out at work on the farm 
when 


the fire was first discovered, and failed 
to reach the scene of conflagration in time 
to save the smallest piece of furniture. - 
The Appleton Crescent says Mr. John 
Iliekard, an old and well known resident 
of that County, has just laid on our table 
two specimens of Copper ore found by 
him on Section 17, Town 22, Range 18, 
being in the town of Freedom. Mr. Rick- 
ard was quarrying limestone, and found 
the two specimens in a creeice in iJie rock, 
three feet below the surface. One of them, 
the largest weighing 2J Ibs., shows a rock 
formation, and but for its weight, would 
have passed unnoticed. The other, weigh- 
ing four ounces, was apparently grown up- 
on the rock. 


TARIFF AND PUBLIC DEBT.—The New 


York Times devotes an article to the " Tar- 
iff and Public Debt," from which it ap- 
pears that the gold received from customs 
from July 1,1862, to Juno 30,18G5, a peri- 
od of three of the most eventful years of 
our history—has paid all the demand notes 
issued—the old funded debt since then 
maturing—the interest on all our funded 
stocks payable in gold—the currency in- 
terest also on the temporary or funded 
debt—and has loft in the Treasury at the 
end of the three years in question full 
twenty-five millions of gold and a balance 
of currency from surplus gold in the mar- 
ket last year of ten millions, to be carried 
to the currency interest of the succeeding 
fiscal year. The gross avails of the cus- 
toms during the three years in question 
was $275,674,000. The Times adds: The 
public debt is thus shown to be iu safe 
charge of the Customs Revenue as now ad- 
ministered. It hopes therefore the day is 
far distant when the tariff will be interfer- 
ed with except when necessary to increase 
the customs revenues without tempting 
the country to excessive importations. 


A Maryland View. 
: 


Judge Bond of Baltimore has been an 


able and earnest leader in the great revo- 
lution which has given Maryland evermore 
to Free Labor and changed her vote from ' 
Breckenridge in 1860 to Lincoln in 1804. i 
In a speech last week before the Freed- ' 
men's Aid Society, he said: 


"It is an erroneous idea that Slavery is 


dead. Truth crushed to earth will rise 
again, and so will a lie. One fwrm of 
Slavery is dead; but how multifarious its 
forms may be remains for history to de- 
velop. The South is to come back and 
take part in the Government of the United 
States. The questions before the Ameri- 
can people are, how the States shall come 
back ; upon what terms they shall come 
back, and what we shall dictate to them, 
not what they shall ask. 
They exist now 


as States without government. The Con- 
stitution requires that we shall give them 
•a republican form of government. If you 
give the government to all the people of 
the United States, there is no question but 
what they will have it. Whohas bewitch- 
ed Bostonians to think that the men who 
arc to come to Congress from these States 
will ever vote for a revenue bill which is 
to pay a debt which was run up in whip- 
ping them ? How many of them have 
the bonds of the United States ? How 
many of them have not got the bonds of 
the Southern Confederacy ? 
" Slavery, he added, exists in every- 


thing except name throughout the South; 
and how is it to be abolished ? There is 
but one way, and that way is to give the 
freedmen the fundamental power of the 
citizen—the ballot. Another erroneous 
idea, said the speaker, is that we must 
have some test, some limitation upon the 
right to vote. This is a question of dy- 
namics. . The more power I can get on niy 
side, the better I like it. The more ne- 
groes I can get to vote on my side, the 
better. But you say how can you do this ? 
Their State Constitutions are against it. 
Didn't the people of Maryland abolish their 
constitution, and the people of North Car- 
olina, four years ago? We did not ac- 
knowledge the new thing they made, but 
we all acknowledged the right of the peo- 
ple to abolish their constitutions. Their 
old constitutions are abolished, and if you 
§o back to the Constitution-of the United 


tatcs, you must call upon the people of 


the United States, living in these States, 
to form their government. 
Then in Vir- 


ginia we shall have a majority of the peo- 
ple on our side, about whose loyalty there 
is no question. In South Carolina we 
shall have nearly the whole. We shall 
divide the Southern vote and prevent from i 
«--

" Judge Bond advocated the educating 


of the freedmen. They exhibited, he said, 
more capacity than any foreign emigrants 
who landed on our shores. There were 
less criminals among the blacks propor- 
tionally than among the whites. The ne- 
gro, he said, has as much intelligence as 
his master, and a great deal more loyalty. 
There is no safety for the South if the 
black man is not allowed to vote, if the 
cup of freedom they were about to drink, 
is dashed from their lips, and they are 
told it was all a mistake. The returning 
of Anthony Burns to slavery is but a very 
small thing compared to returning a whole 
nation to slavery. 
Let North Carolina

that Sully was again pushing on an expe- 
dition into their country; have joined the 
Yanktonnias and Yanktons, east of 
the 


Missouri, and if Sully pursues his journey 
as originally projected, towards the Black 
Hills and Yellow Stone, he won't iind a 
Sioux. All the hostile Sioux, I repeat, 
are no\v slithered ;n Northern Dakotali, 
near the British boundary, and together 
with the regular occupants of that region 
and the hostile Sioux of Minnesota, they 
number ;i.:;00 lodges, or it is estimated 
about 4,000 warriors, perhaps more. Their 
intentions arc not fully developed, but the 
talk of their camp, according to the Red 
River half-breeds, indicates an intention 
to attack this post in force, and to move 
upon our frontier settlements in small 
raiding parties. From all I can learn 
their fannied security will be rudely dis- 
turlicJ before long. 
A movement is on 


foot, where or what I am not at liberty to 
say, which, if it docs not miscarry, will 
make the fur fly among the red devils. 
Look_ out for startling news from this 
frontier before Ion". 


THE New York Tribune says the num- 


ber of immigrants landed in the citv be- 
tween the 1st of January last and the 31st 
of May, inclusive, is 50,047 against 08,- 
078 in 1804. For various reasons, the 
number of immigrants arriving prior to 
the 1st of May last, showed a considera- 
ble falling off as compared with the cor- 
responding period of last year; but since 
that date the arrivals have been heavy 
from Liverpool, Glasgow, Queenstown, 
Bremen and Hamburg, averaging nearly 
one thousand persons per day. The cause 
of. this augmentation has been not so 
much the idea of returning peace, suffi- 
cient time not yet having elapsed for it to 
become thoroughly circulated in Europe, 
as the inducement of high wages and that 
of free homesteads held out by the United 
States Government through the new bu- 
roau of immigration.

Cotton Failures In India. 
[From the New York Herald, 7th.1 


When the rebellion broke out, and the 


prospects of obtaining cotton in England 
began to look rather glim, attention was 
immediately turned to the cultivation of 
that material in British India. For a time 
it looked as if sufficient quantities could 
be obtained, and John Bull began to feel 
independent of the United States for his 
supply of cotton—a matter of which the 
English press was not slow to boa^t. Im- 
mense speculation in India cotton was, of 
course, the result, and we now learn that 
the failures of English houses in Bombay 
who have gone deeply into that trade will 
probably be the heaviest among all the 
financial disasters now occurring in India. 
Losses in cotton are said to have been one 
of the principal causes of the failure of the 
house of Cama & Son for the sum of fif- 
teen millions of dollars, and 
further 


smashes were anticipated from the same 
cause. 


Now that the war is over, and the cot- 


ton of the Southern States, which is better 
and cheaper than that raised in India, or 
anywhere else, will be shipped to Europe 
as freely as heretofore, cotton speculations 
in India must be expected to result in a 
universal crash among the British houses 
engaged in that business. When cotton 
raising in India first commenced to take a 
start, some four years ago, rapid fortunes 
were predicted for all engaged in it. A 
paper published in British India stated at 
that time that even clerks in stores would 
become millionaires all of a sudden. Ii 
appears that most of the plantations were 
held under heavy mortgages; but as soon 
as the demand for cotton came a mine o! 
wealth was opened at once, just like our 
petroleum resources here, and the holders 
of plantations saw a ready means of es 
cape from their pressing obligations, am 
at the same time an easy road to fortune 
But all these expectations are destroyei 
by the settlement of our difficulties, thi 
opening of Southern ports and the egres 
of Southern cotton. A terrible fmancia 
crisis has already begun in the India trade 
and we should not be surprised if the ru 
in became general.

Lord ralmmton on Belligerent Kiglits. 


The Brussels Kuril, in an editorial on 


Lord Palmerston's recent explanation with 
regard to the belligerent rights of the reb- 
el States, thus sharpens up the mcmorv of 
the Prime Minister and his confreres. " 


This is not the place to discuss, with in- 


ternational code in hand, the value of 
Lord Palmerston's doctrine. We content 
ourselves with citing a fact which proves 
that England even quite recently, did not 
apply the theories which, according to the 
First Lord of the Treasury, have deter- 
mined her conduct in the American war. 
The French Government proclaimed the 
blockade of certain ports in Mexico. Did 
the Cabinet in London dream, for all that, 
for an instant of recognizing belligerent 
rights in the case of the troops of Juarez 1 
Certainly not; and had the ex-President 
taken steps at London analagous with 
those of the Government at Richmond, the 
reply he would have received is not doubt- 
ful. 


The clever, rather than serious argu- 


ments of Lord Palmerston, could only be 
intended, therefore, to remove the unpleas- 
ant impression produced in the United 
States by tho promptness of the English 
Government in recognizing the secession- 
ists as belligerents, by sheltering that 
promptness behind the inexorable princi- 
ples of law. 
In reality, the declarations 


of Lord Palmerston indicate the approach- 
ing withdrawal by England of belligerent 
rights fi-'.m the Confederates, for the Gov- 
ernment of Washington has no longer any 
apparent reason for wishing to maintain 
the blockade. 
The decision recently ar 


rived at by Mr. Johnson, to relieve com- 
merce in the former rebel States, from the 
fetters which had been placed upon it dur- 
ing the war, sufficiently indicates the in- 
tention of promptly re-establishing the 
normal state of things wherever the war, 
which has now terminated, had 
to exceptional measures. 


From Matamoras. 


[Curre^iionilence of the New Orleans Times, 1st.] 
As might be expected, the state of so- 


ciety on the Rio Grande is as thoroughly 
demoralized as it could well be. Gloom, 
despondency, and 1 might consistently add, 
despair, were distinctly written upon the 
countenance- of almost every business man 
in Mutainoraa and Bagdad. " For sale * 
was conspicuously posted upon hundreds 
of buildings throughout the town. Houses 
and improvements, which cost thousands 
of dollars, can now be purchased for as 
many hundreds, and no buyers at these re- 
duced prices. Indeed, the bottom has 
fairly fallen out of Bagdad : and all citi- 
zens who were not tied there by unfinished 
business, and had sufficient means to <;et 
away, were leaving by every vessel; some 
for Havana, some for New York, some for 
other Mexican ports, but mainly for New 
Orleans. 


Auctions of goods were taking place in 


Matamoras and Bagdad, daily; and the 
prices obtained were, in very many in- 
stances, two hundred per cent, less than 
first cost: not more than first cost was 
realized under the most favorable circum- 
stances. Some goods were being reshipped 
to New York and other markets, the own- 
ers and consignees having become convinc- 
ed that there were more goods on the Rio 
Grande than could be sold for two years to 
come. 
Indeed, a very large proportion of 


the 301 ids in that market are not adapted 
to the Mexican trade ; and inasmuch as the 
State of Texas, has at least, a year's sup- 
ply, the re shipment policy is wise and 
judicious. 


The immense cotton trade which has 


been .Carried on at Matamoras and Bagdad, 
during the past four years, brought to- 
gether at these two points not less than 
Ii0,0i.«) speculators. They came from the 
South, the North, from England, France 
and Germany. The superficial observer 
is of the opinion that many large fortunes 
have !>ern made in the Rio Grande trade 
(Inriiii; th^ past, four years. I am, how- 
ever, inclined to the belief that this opin- 
ion is founded in error. True, a few will 
get away with more means than they car- 
ried there: but I venture the assertion 
that more fortunes have been lost than 
made among those who have sought them 
in this trade. That the Mexican Govern- 
ment, as well as the real estate owners in 
Matamora*, have gathered a bountiful 
harve.-t, is unquestionably true; but aside 
fnim thi*, I am inclined to think no bene- 
fit to any i>nc has arisen therefrom. 
Tho 


buildings IMW standing in the world fam- 
ed Bagdad have cost thousands of dollars, 
but in less than six months they can scarce- 
ly be given away. Here lie the profits of 
many a one, beyond the hope of recovery. 


I took leave of the border with the great- 


est pleasure: and will further add, that in 
all my perambulations up and down the 
earth, 1 never witnessed such scenes as 
were enacted at Matamoras and Bagdad 
during my stay there, and I sincerely hope 
and trust it will never be my lot to look 
upon tbe like again. 
From morning till 


night the hundreds of drinking houses 
were thronged, and a constant stream ot 
deadly poison was running from the bot 
ties down men's throats; gambling was 
going on in adjoining rooms continual- 
ly, and when the mind became satiated 
with this kind of amusement, the night 
closed with a visit to the scores of brothels, 
many of which were sunk beneath the low- 
est depths of degradation. But the heart 
sickens with the recital of the scenes which 
were daily passing before me, and I will 
bid the curtain drop and hide them from 
view.

FEEI> FOR HORSES—IMPORTANT EXPERI- 


MENT.—The London Omnibus Company 
use 0,000 horses. A recent report says 
that 3,000 of these, fed daily on sixteen 
pounds of bruised oats, seven and a half 
pounds of cut hay and two and a half 
pounds of cut straw for each horse 'did as 
much work and kept in as good condition 
as the other 3,000, which were fed on 
nineteen pounds of uncut hay. Calling the 
two and a half pounds of straw equivalent 
to one and a half pounds of hay, and the 
saving is three pounds of oata and four 
pounds of hay per day for each horse. 
Thus, then the mere bruising of oats, and 
the cutting of hay effects a yearly saving 
for each horse, of thirty-four bushels of 
oats and 1,400 pounds of hay ! These ex- 
periments, made upon so large a number 
of horses, continued for a considerable 
length of time, are very conclusive, and 
forcibly indicate the advantage of what 
has been often urged in the American Ag- 
riculturist, to wit; the grinding or crush- 
ing of all grain, and the cutting of all 
hay and other forage fed to horses. The 
same thing will be found partially true of 
other animals, though the ruminant— 
neat cattle and sheep—masticate their 
food more in chewing the cud, and hence 
the bruising of oats and other grains is 
not so important for them as for horsc-a 
and swine.
